SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Dream Teens Teeny Stories 11 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine focuses on the sexualised depiction of young women who are 
presented as being teenagers. The youthful appearance of the females, their clothing 
and accessories, and the text which is attributed to them, all conspire to present an 
impression of teenage girls who are both inexperienced and naive, but nevertheless 
curious about, and eager to engage in, sexual activity. 

The publication has been considered under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. The publication is found to promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes by presenting young women as 
described above for the purposes of sexually titillating an adult male audience. In 
doing this, the magazine puts forward a notion that teenage girls are willing and viable 
sexual partners for adult men. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this 
publication. The classification interferes with the freedom of expression, but is an 
outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under 
s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. 
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
